Deputies estimated that the Mc- 
Millin car was going 90 miles an 
hour in a 45-mile zone. 
. Carver was an apprentice seaman 
and McMillin, a hospital corpsman 
second class, and both were at- 
tached to a Naval Training Center' 
dispensary. 

McMilli n*s death occurred at St. 
Therese hospital at 3:45 a. m. He 
had a skull fracture and multiple 
other fractures. 

Swanson said that he knew he 
was hit by something but it wasn't 
hard enough to cause him to lose 
control of his car. He said he saw 
no lights and didn't know what had 
happened until he put on the brakes 
and stopped.' 

"I looked back and saw that a 
truck had stopped and there were 
other persons getting out of cars 
and I realized that something had 
happened," said Swanson. "Then I 
saw the wreckage." 

Swanson said that he saw no 
lights from the car of the sailor 
and for that reason was unaware 
they were trying to pass him.

Is Told by Inspector That 
Antioch Is Ready for 
Improved Service . 



Home moil delivery for Anti- 
och is in prospect. 

Postmaster Roy Kufalk has 
made .application to the Chicago 
office of the United States Postal 
Department for this improved 
service Vt>out, of his office - and 
firmly believes that it will be 
granted after an investigation is 
made. 

Kufalk said that he had been 
told by inspectors several months 
ago that Antioch is ready for 
home delivery of mail. He said 
that he did not make applica- 
tion at that time for two reasons: 
One was that the village was about 
to obtain its interim census and he 
wanted to wait until .that was com- 
pleted, and the other was that he 
wanted to await a new fiscal year 
when the department would be in 
better financial condition to grant 
the improved service. 

The interim census recorded a 
population of 1,802 persons, a con- 
siderable increase over the 1950 rec- 
ord of 1,300. This indicates that 
Antioch is growing rapidly and 
merits the consideration of the de- 
partment on its request. 

The community is compact and 
its unscattered population is con- 
ducive to foot delivery. 

Growth of the area surrounding 
Antioch now supplied by four rural 
carriers is becoming more dense 
and therefore hWe difficult for the 
deliverymen. Mounted carriers for 
home delivery could take care of 
this situation, Kufalk said. 

The postmaster' siad he had been 
informed that there is a movement 
to detach approximately 50 patrons 
on Lake Shangri-la served by the . 
Antioch rural carrier and attach 
them to the Trevor, Wis., service. 
- .Oakwood.Knolls is now served by 
rural carrier and this would come 
under local mounted or foot service. 
' ■ {Postmaster Kufalk says he has no 
idea how many more men will be 
needed under the new set-up if it 
is granted " There would necessar- 
ily be some increase, for he be- 
lieves there will be enough territory 
for four rural routes, and probably 
two or more men would be needed 
for the foot. and;.#mounted delivery 
to serve those now served through 
boxes in the office. 

"Antioch has an ideal set-up so 
far as receipt of mail is concerned," 
said Kufalk. ."There is but one 
mail . a day and' it is received at 
2:35 a. m. in plenty of time for the 
one home delivery service that is 
now provided by Uncle Sam." 

Just when -this. service would be- 
gin is not". known by Kufalk. 'The 
investigation is first, and then the 
matters of outfitting the office will 
be, next. , 

• -Waucbnda, although granted the 
improved service months ago, is 
still unable to start it because of 
lack of sorting ' boxes and other- 
equipment. Lake Zurich started; 
this service last week after a long 
delay.

Meat in Abundance 

We lead the world in meat production, and by a 
-huge margin. 

Last year, the American Meat Institute reports, 
the United States produced more meat, than the 
seven next largest producers combined. Our output 
was a staggering 27 billion pounds — seven per cent 
more than in 1954 and, 21) per cent above the 1946-50 
average. By contrast, the second-ranking producer, 
Prance, accounted for .5.4 billion pounds— only a 
fifUh as much. 

Consumers found this all to the good — we are a 
nation of meat eaters. It was also highly beneficial 
from the standpoint of the national health. Science 
has proven that the great, majority, of the people 
of all ages require diets rich in protein to maintain 
a high level of physical and mental strength, and 
meat provides .protein in one of its most easily as- 
similated and appetizing forms. 

From the standpoint of producers, as we all know, 
the situation is different. Livestock prices — as is 
inevitable in a free, supply " and demand economy 
when production reaches floodlike proportions — .were 
substantially under former levels. Last December, 
for instance, hogs in the Chicago market touched 
a 14-year low of $11.75 per hundred pounds. But 
more recently the situation has brightened — in mid- 
June, hogs were .bringing about $18. Livestock peo- 
ple, like the rest of us, have problems. But the ma- 
jor farm depression that .political prophets of doom 
were forecasting has not come about.

HEALTH TALK 



Typhoid Fever Still With Us 
Because we no longer see the 
widespread epidemics caused by ty- 
phoid fever, we are inclined to be 
apathetic to this infectious disease. 
Yet the causative agent, the typhoid 
bacillus, is always present as a per- 
ilous threat to good health and as 
a potential killer of human beings, 
bacillus, is always present as a ser- 
ious threat to" good health and as 
the Educational Committee of the 
Illinois State Medical Society points 
out in Health Talk. 

Once the typhoid bacilli are in- 
troduced into the body through the 
mouth, they invade the intestinal 
tract The germs breed rapidly and 
are released through bowel and 
urine elimination. Persons who are 
unclean in their personal habits, 
who do not wash carefully before 
handling food and who live in un- 
hygenic surroundings are natural 
sources to spread the disease. 

Symptoms appear ifrom ten to 
fourteen days after the germ en- 
ters the body. The infected person 
may feel tired, have a dull head- 
ache, loss of appetite, and a stead- 
ily rising fever. Either diarrhea 6r 
constipation may be present. About 



seven days after the infection sets 
in, a rose-colored rash may develop 
on the skin, usually on the chest 
and stomach areas. - 

The disease varies; it may be 
mild or so severe that death results. 
Even line moderate type, however, 
causes great suffering. 

Typhoid is more likely to occur 
in the warm weather; milk and milk 
products are chief sources of infec- 
tion in any type of weather, and 
water in the cold months. 

Largely a filth-borne disease, ty- 
phoid fever is transmitted in many 
ways. The common house fly, 
which feeds in trash cans, is a 
source of infection when it deposits 
excrement on dishes and other eat- 
ing utensils. The typhoid bacillus 
can be acquired. by drinking pollut- 
ed water in pools' and streams, and 



eating unwashed fruits and vege- 
tables grown in, soil fertilized with 
human excreta. Objects which have 
not been sterilized, such as tongue 
depressors or thermometers, are 
means by which the insidious germs 
may enter the mouth. 

Some persons harbor the typhoid 
bacilli* thus becoming a carrier of 
the disease. These persons arc a 
menace to the whole health of a 
community. That is why known 
carriers are restricted in their oc- 
cupations by public health regula- 
tions. 

Since cleanliness is a major fac- 
tor In preventing and controlling 
typhoid fever, everyone should par- 
ticipate in ridding one's home of 
insect breeding places; seeing that 
windows are properly screened; 
drinking water that is known to be

Dairy Farmers to Get 
35c More on 100 Lbs. 
For June Shipments 

Dairy farmers who shipped milk 
to the Chicago market during June 
will receive prices for their milk 35 
cents, a hundred pounds more than 
in June, 1955, Harry Edwards, Sales 
Director of Pure Milk association 
said today. 

The price to be paid to farmers 
for June-delivered milk also is two 
cents a hundred higher than paid 
in May, 

Milk prices for the month of June 
were announced today by 'the Fed- 
eral Milk Market Administrator in 
Chicago. 

Dairy farmers who shipped to the 
Chicago market in June will receive 
two prices for their milk. The base 
price is $3.77. The excess price is 
$3.37. Both prices are for 100 
pounds of milk, testing 3.5 per cent 
butterfat delivered to plants in the 
70-mile zone. There are about 46.5 
quarts of milk in 100 pounds. 

June is the last month of a four- 
month period in 1946 when dairy 
farmers will be paid on a base and 
excess price. The base and excess 
price system is a level production 
technique incorporated in the Chi- 
cago Market Federal order to even 
out farm production over ithe year. 

The base price of $3.77 for June 
is paid to a farmer for anl amount 
of milk delivered which is equi- 
valent to his average production 
during September, October and No- 
vember, 1955. The excess price 
of $3.37 is paid to a farmer for all 
milk delivered over this amount. A 
dairy farmer may actually get more 
or less than these prices depending 
on his location in the milkshed and 
on the average butterfat test of his 
milk during June.

Farming Methods 




Formers and greenhouse ownors are learning to use flexible plastic 
films in' a number of new ways to stop up operational efficiencies. 

The current widespread interest in plastic film na an aid in the 
conservation of farm water, for instance, is dramatized in this experi- 
mental installation completed recently^ under a program sponsored 
by the College of Agriculture at the University of California. Lengths 
of film were taped together to form a water-retaining liner for this 
farm reservoir, which is 130 feet longand 100 feet wide. 

In regions whero rainfall provides inadequate moisture. for normal 1 
plant growth, film-lined irrigation ditches can distribute supple- 
mentary water to thirsty crops. The plastic effectively " eliminates 
tho water losses caused by seepage ,"• 

Protection of silage is another promising on -the- farm use. Properly 
covered with plastic tarpaulins, silage stored outdoors remains in a 
high state of preservation. Torps are easily rolled. back for interim 
feeding of livestock; 

The same material is used in greenhouses as an airtight covering 
during steam, sterilization of seed beds and soil fumigation and, as a 
watertight liner, the plastic permits double decking of greenhouse 
benches. ' ■ . 

Tho applications look so promising that one supplier of fumigants 
and agricultural specialties, Lervaciae, Inc. of New York, already is 
offering a line of^vmyl plastic tarpaulins and film rolls tailored to the 
new markets.' 

These heavy duty torps and rolls have built-in resistance to. 
sunlight, steam and gas fumigants. With proper' care, thoy may be, 
used for several years.

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Painting Aids Child Development 
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If a child is to learn the "skills of practical democracy"— living 
and planning together 1 , accepting the will of the majority— many such 
learning opportunities rriust bo created for him in the homo. 

We must begin early to build toward the adult, the future citizen. 
If wo want adults to bo capable of mature planning, wo must teach 
them as cliildren to plan, state educators at Michigan Stato Univers- 
ity. Adults too often tend to give youngsters all the answore, whereas 
they need to bogin planning and taking responsibility at an early 
age if thoy are to take it later on. 
T One of the best vtaya of bringing the child into more active partici- 

Kation in family affairs and of creating such opportunities is to, draw 
im into the family council, particularly, when matters directly 
concerning him are discussed. 

For example, if tho parents ore planning to rodecorato, when the 
child's room is done, let him help in planning tho color scheme, the 
furnishings, and their arrangement. In thinking of color in relation to 
his own surroundings, ho has a chance for creative expression, and in 
tho framowork of a situation which is real, not just play. 

This experience can bo carried a step further. It is even possible 
for the child to help in the actual execution of the project, particularly 
when latex paints aro used. Because these paints are easy to apply 
with a roller, oven a very young child can paint. Children generally 
do not have sufficient muscular coordination at an early age to use a 
brush but can easiljr handle tho roller, with Mother's help of course. 

Since the latex paints do not show lap marks, the wall will be quite 
presentable in spite of small hands, and as much or as little can be 
done at a stretch as desired depending on tho child's span of attention. 

The project will bo popular with, the children, for children like 
projects that show results and show them quickly. Since the latex 
paints dry to the touch within an hour, tho child can have the satis- 
faction of seeing tho results of his work within a very short time. He 
has a real feeling of accomplishment and participation as curtains and 
pictures oro replaced on the freshly painted waU ho has helped to do.

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New Device Aids 

Study of Ultra 
Low Temperatures 

j DURHAM, N. C. — A four-inch 
length of spnghettl-slze tubng 
mied with liquid helium is helping 
Duke University -scientists explore 
the strange world ofultra low tern- 
ocrfitures. 

Dr William M. Fairbank, % of the 
Duke physics department, and two . 
colleagues invented and developed 
this device, called a "heat rec- 
tifier," to produce extremely, low 
temperatures more easily and 
quickly than ever has been possi- 
ble before. • '. } 

Their work marks, another step 
in an eight-year-world-wlde search 
for the best kind of "heat switch'?, 
to be used in getting down to 
temperatures only a-' few hun- 
dredths of one degree above ab- 
solute zero or minus 450.69 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

Long sought, but not yet at- 
tained, absolute zero is the tem- 
perature at which molecules stop . 
moving around. Low tempera- 
ture studies, now being conducted 
throughout ' the world, are valu- 
1 able in uncovering more facts 
about the fundamental nature of 

matter. > 

The Duke heat rectifier lets heat 
travel in only one direction. It 
consists, of a tube filled ; with a 
mixture of ordinary liquid helium 
and a rare form of helium pro- 
duced by radioactive decay. 

This mixture, a thin colorless 
liquid, will conduct heat from the 
top to the bottom of the tube but 
not in the reverse direction.

New Use Found for 
Grandpa's Flannels 

CHICAGO — The pattern of 
grandpa's red flannels' has been 
altered slightly and used to make 
a pressure ^suit lor people with 
a serious type of low blood pres- 
sure. 

The tight-fitting suit, made of 
elastic cotton-rayon knit material, 
applies pressure over the lower 
half of the body and' helps pre- 
vent a patient with orthostatic 
hypotension from fainting when 
he stands up. 

Orthostatic hypotension — some- 
times called postural hypotension 
—results from, inability of peri- 
pheral arteries to constrict and 
maintain enough pressure to force 
the blood back to' heart. The Condi- 
tion may be* associated 'with dia- 
betes mellitus or may follow a • 

sympathectomy, an operation 

to relieve excessively high blood 
pressure. A person with the.=. dis- 
order is "all , right .as long as. he 
is lying down, but when" he stands, 
there is a sudden drop, irijbjood 
pressure and he becomes faint— 
unless he's wearing a pressure 
suit. 



By an unanimous vote electors of 
the Wilmot, Wis., Grade School dis- 
trict approved a $50,000 bond issue 
Monday to finance the construction 
of a four-classroom grade school 
building.

Ten acres of land north of "the 
fair grounds already has been ob- 
tained for the site. 

According to a previous agree- 
ment with the high school district, 
the high school will contribute 50 
per cent of the cost of "construction 
of the new" school.* For this pur- 
pose the high school set aside $10,- 
000 last year and an additional $30,- 
000 at the annual meeting June 25.

Many motorists are unaware . of 
it recent ruling by the Illinois at' 
torney general which dealt with 
motorists who cause .or contribute 
to an accident hut are not actually 
Involved in the accident. Accord- 
ing to the ruling, a motorist may 
be " prosecuted If he falls to stop 
after his manner of driving has 
caused other cars to become In- 
volved in an accident. , 

For an example/ one car might 
stop on the highway, a following 
car might* also stop and then be 
struck by >a third vehicle proceed- 
ing In the same direction. The 
driver of the first car would not 
actually bo- physically involved in 
the accident 










The ruling also 1 states that lack 
of actual knowledge of the accident 
and damages on the part of the de- 
fendant is no defense itself if the 
evidence establishes , circumstances 
justifying application of the rule of 
law that he should have had knowl- 
edge of tho accident and resulting 
damage caused by htB conduct. 
» Every motorist should know that 
i he should stop after he himself has 
become involved in an accident. In 
many cases aid will be needed by 
the driver of the other vehicle. It 
may even he necessary, "to oummon 
a physician or an ambulance. In 
addition, sometimes it will be neces- 
•ary to make a report to the Dlvl« 
«Ion of Highways, and, to fill out 
such a report correctly and an full. 
Some of the Information required Is 
obtainable; only from tho drive* of 
the other vehicle. ',

Mosquitoes Are Early, 
But Antioch's Protected! 



The mosquito season is coming to 
Illinois earlier than usual this year, 
says Prof. William R. Horsfall, en- 
tomologist at the University of Illi- 
nois, as a result of the heavy rains 
and warm weather of late June. 

Ten days after hatching, the 
winged stingers are out for blood, 
so the first three weeks of July will 
be a time of slapping and scratch- 
ing by humans. And later, in the 
summer there will be a second gene- 
ration of mosquitos. 

Mosquito eggs are laid in land 
subject to Hooding, may lay dor- 
mant for a year or more, and hatch 
when submerged in warm waters. 
Heavy summer rains, flooding bot- 
tom lands and stream banks with 
warm water encourages hatching. 

At* dusk mosquitoes aim toward 
lighted and hazy horizons that mean 
centers of population. They can 
sense blood sources by the warmth 
of bodies, Prof. Horsfall says. By 
9 p. m. they are usually finished 
for the night and bed' down in vege- 
tation and trees.
